ethnic populations? 

 

2. Does it adequately outreach, engage and serve unserved populations in your Service Area? 

 

3. Does it enhance services to unserved and underserved individuals with a mental illness or serious emotional disturbance? 

 

4. Does it adequately manifest the goals of recovery and resiliency?
